RACE RIOTS START 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS 


F ifty 
Negroes Are Under Arrest, 
Detective is Dead and Five 
Others Are Wounded. 


N E G R O M OB F IR E S O N A U T O 


( By United Pres« .) 
St. 1>o uis, Mo ., July 2.—Mo re than 
fifty negro es are under arrest fo l­ 
lo wing a resumptio n o f race rio ts in 
East St. Lo uis early to day. Detec­ 
tive Samuel Co ppage was killed and 
five o ther men wo unded, when a mo b 
o f 300 blacks fired upo n their auto ­ 
mo bile. 
Altho ugh militia wa£ 
patro lling 
the streets, race rio ting co ntinued in 
bro ad daylight. Three negro es were 
sho t by mo bs that gathered in many 
sectio ns o f the city and defied po lice. 
“Kill the niggers o r get them o ut 
o f to wn," the mo b sho uted as it rush­ 
ed the po lice in a do wn to wn district 
after the arrest o f two white men o n 
suspicio n o f killing two negro es early 
to day. 
The po lice were o verpo wer­ 
ed and the two men rescued. 
Several co mpanies o f militia have 
already arrived and additio nal units 
are expected. Grave tro uble is fear­ 
ed to night. It is estimated that 5 ,- 
000 perso ns are in a mo b which is 
chasing negro es fro m the black dis­ 
trict.

Collage Cheese a Cheap 
Su bstitu te For Meat 


Cottage cheese is richer in protein 
than most meats and is v ery much 
cheaper. Ev ery pound contains more 
than three ounces of protein, the chief 
material for body building. It is also a 
v aluable source of energy , though not 
so high as foods with more fat. It fol­ 
lows that its v alue in this respect can 
be greatly increased by serv ing it witb 
cream, as is so commonly done. 
The following recipes illustrate a 
number of way s in which cottage 
‘cheese may be serv ed: 
Cottage Cheese Rolls.—A large v ari­ 
ety of rolls suitable for serv iug as the 
main dish at dinner may be made by 
combining legumes (beans of v arious 
kinds, cowpeas, lentils or peas) with 
cottage cheese and adding bread­ 
crumbs to make the mix ture thick 
enough to form into a roll. Beans are 
usually mashed, but peas or small lima 
beans may be combined whole with 
breadcrumbs and cottage cheese, and 
enough of the liquor in which the v eg­ 
etables hav e been cooked may be add­ 
ed to get the right consistency , or in­ 
stead of beans or peas chopped spinach, 
beet tops or head lettuce may be add­ 
ed. Bake J n a moderate ov eu, basting 
frequently . 
Boston Roast.—A pound can of kid­ 
ney beans or equiv alent quantity of 
cooked beans, one-half pound of cot­ 
tage cheese, breadcrumbs, salt Mash 
the beans or put them through a meat 
grinder. 
Add the cheese and bread­ 
crumbs enough to make the mix ture 
sufficiently Stiff to be formed into a 
roll. Bake in a moderate ov en, basting 
occasionally with butter or other fat 
and water. Serv e with tomato sauce. 
This dish may be flav ored with ohop- 
ped onions cooked in butter or other 
farkhd a v ery little water until tender. 


Decorating the Table. 
Here are some rules which alway s 
hold good in decorating a table: 
Nev er ov erload; it is better to hav e 
too little decoration than too much. 
Nev er hav e the centerpiece so high 
as to obscure the v iew of those on the 
opposite side. 
The shape of the centerpiece should 
be in effect that of the table, round ou 
round table and long on long table. 
In a flower arrangement be sure to 
hav e enough green. 
Do n ot mix two kin ds of 
flowers. 
When can dles 
are used for lightin g 
hav e at least on e for ev ery two gu ests. 
On e for ev ery , gu est is better, an d n ev ­ 
er place 
the cen ter of the table.

Cottage Cheese a Cheap 


Substitute For Meat 


Cottage cheese.is richer in protein 


than most meats and is very much 
cheaper. Every pound contains more 
; pi nil three ounces of 'protein^' the chief 
.material for body building. It is also a 
valuable source of energy, though not 
so high as foods with more fat. It fol- 
'lows that Its value la this respect can 
be greatly Increased by serving it with 
cream, as is so commonly done. 


The following recipes illustrate 


number of ways in which cottage 
•cheese may be served: 
'Cottage'Cheese Bolls.—A large vari- 
ety of rolls suitable for serving as the 
main.dish at dinner may be made by 
combining legumes (beans of various 
'kinds, cowpeas, lentils or peas) with 
cottage cheese and adding bread- 
crumbs to make the mixture thick 
enough to form into a roll. Beans art 
usually mashed, but peas or small lima 
beans may be combined whole with 
breadcrumbs and cottage cheese, anc 
enough of the liquor in which the veg- 
etables have been cooked may be add- 
ed to.get the right consistency, or in- 
stead of beans or peas chopped spinach 
beet tops or head lettuce may be add- 
ed. Bakejn a moderate oven, basting 
frequently. - 


Boston Roast—A pound can of kid- 


ney beans or equivalent quantity of 
cooked beans, one-half pound of cot- 
tage cheese, breadcrumbs, .salt Mash 
the beans or put them through a meat 
grinder. Add the cheese and bread- 
crumbs enough to make the mixture 
sufficiently stiff to be formed .into a 
roll. Bake in a moderate oven, basting 
occasionally with butter or other fa) 
and water. Serve with tomato sauce. 
This dish may be flavored with'chop- 
ped onions cooked in butter or other 
fal/and a very little water until tender. 


Decorating the Table. 


Here are some rules which always 


hold good in decorating a table: 


Never overload; it is better to'have 


too little decoration than too much. 


Never have the centerpiece so high 


as to obscure the view of those on the 
opposite side. 


The shape of the centerpiece should 


be In effect that of the table, round oil 
round table and long on long table.

Vegetables have always been diffi- 


cult to can successfully. 
Sometimes 


salt is 'used in sufficient quantities 
to act as. a 
preservative. 
This 


makes the product too salty to be 
pleasing in flavor. Canning 
com- 


pounds of various sorts are some- 
times added. These are compounds 
composed 
of substances 
injurious 


to health and should not be used. 


There are no acids in vegetables' 


such' as are found in fruit to- assist 
in preserving them; the many vege- 
tables such as corn, peas and beans 
contain substances 
which fainrish 


excellent food 
for 
the growth of 


bacteria. These are 
some of the 


reasons for special care being taiken 
if success would always result. 


'Any type of either glass' 
or tin 


can that can be sealed air tight 
when hot may be used in canning. 
This would 
eliminate the 
sealing 


waxed tin can of course. For or- 
dinary home use, glass 
cans are 


much preferable because they may 
be used year after year while 
the 


tin can is used 
but once. 
When 


buying new cans, 
those having a 


glass .top are much 
preferable to 


those having a metal top. 


The first step in successful can- 


ning is to see that the cans are air 
tight. To test a can; partly fill with 
water, place rubber and tighten the 
top, and invert for a few minutes. If 
water leaks out the can should not 
be used. Frequently the trouble may 
be remedied by changing tops 
and 


rubbers. New rubbers of the best 
•quaHty should he used in the can- 
ning.
